Nearly one year ago, an editorial titled "Walking with Dinosaurs’ appeared in this humble 
publication and caused a minor stir in some media circles because of the perceived 
harshness of an ‘opinion’ expressed by the Editor. The issue last year was the respect 
(or rather lack of) that the Seven Network bestowed upon our National Team in the series 
of matches against Brazil. Yet the story for Australian Soccer remains the same, albeit to 
a different target this time - The N.S.L. The editorial in our 28th November, 1999 issue of 
‘Marconi Football’ needs little adjusting to make it topical to the current scenario afflicting 
our game. Accordingly, we apologise in advance for this indulgence in self-plagiarism. 

The Gold, Silver & Bronze medals for the ‘Let's Give Them A Kick In The Guts While 
They're Down’ Award just has to go to the Seven Network. The so-called Soccer network 
has seen fit to ‘honour’ their television contract with Australian Soccer by televising our 
N.S.L. in the ‘Dracula’ timeslot of Midnight on Tuesday night/Wednesday morning. 

Our e-mail box has been inundated with angry supporters expressing their disgust so 
evidently there are many people out there annoyed at the total disrespect the network is 
showing our National League and indeed sport. The question however beckons: Have 
these same people also contacted the station to issue a protest? This folks, is the only 
thing that will possibly make them pay attention - Public Demand. Get on the phones, 
write letters and e-mail them, get in their faces and show just how many of us are out 
here.

This time however, their 
manner will be total and unashamed jingoism, proudly proclaiming the virtues of our 
National League and its role in fostering talent for our Australian National Team. 

Mark these words, you'll also read about how unfair FIFA treat us, the magnitude of 
the sport globally and the awe inspiring passion that only real football can bestow to an 
audience. All sorts of facts and figures will be regurgitated with monotonous regularity 
by the ‘nouveau’ football experts, and National League club's football offices will be 
inundated with telephone calls from these same ignorant journalists wanting information 
on everything football related. In other words, the bandwagon will again be overflowing. 

We'll all bend over backwards to assist of course, just as the least popular kid at 
school jumps at the chance to have a dance with the ‘cool kids’ at the school disco. We 
all live in hope that once we reach our “Holy Grail’ (World Cup qualification), then these 
‘cool kids’ will actually want to dance with us, even if they have another choice — but will 
they? 

One of the biggest television hits of 2000 was a show about a group of people, totally 
isolated from the outside world, all competing for attention of their peers in order to 
remain relevant to that particular & solitary territory. Not an unreasonable comparison of 
the feelings and actions that some media organisations and individuals hold towards our 
game. 

It seems that if we are to be the ultimate “Survivor in this cold war of attrition with 
some sections of the media there needs to be favourable (media) partner to count upon 
through times of adversity. At this stage, this partner seems as far away as ever, or at 
least until we qualify for our ‘Holy Grail’ next year. 

Alas, as always, this editorial holds absolutely ZERO fear for negative repercussions, 
as I'm certain that the ‘judges’ masquerading as our sport's Tribal Council’ don't even 
know we are playing South Melbourne tonight, in Round 4 of the 2000/2001 Australian 
National Soccer League.

{< w/W previous home game against Canberra 
fir" ~ Cosmos to knock in the winner, it was 
his first goal in 7 seasons of NSL football. A 
milestone in his career certainly, but it was only a 
few years ago that Angelo thought that his soccer 
career was over — the result of an horrific, violent 
incident in 1996. 
Having just finished playing for his then club 
Adelaide City against a Melbourne opponent, Angelo 
was with his team mates on the bus headed for 
Melbourne airport and a flight back to Adelaide. 
A group of youths threw rocks at the team bus and 
suddenly Angelo’s world became a nightmare as a 
shard of glass from a broken window was 
embedded in his left eye. 
Angelo was rushed to hospital and underwent an 
emergency operation to save the sight in his left 
eye. Several anxious weeks later it still looked like 
Angelo’s career was over, but he surprised his 
doctors by recovering fully. 
Said Angelo, ‘The thought of never being able to 
play again was very hard to take, but luckily 
everything worked out all right. | was back on the 
park two months later, although | had to wear 
special protective glasses whenever | took the park 
for the remainder of that season." 

Having survived that horrendous experience 
Angelo continued to star in Zoran Matic’s Adelaide 
City side, and even tried his luck overseas on a 
couple of occasions. *! had trials with Hibernian in 
Scotland and things were looking good, but in the 
end it didn’t work out and | returned to Australia. 
Similarly, prior to this season | was at Norwich in 
England, but nothing became of it." 

After six years at Adelaide, Angelo decided a 
change of scenery was due, and Marconi coach 
Eddie Krncevic was delighted to obtain the signature 
of the 24-year-old former South Australian Premier 
League player of the year.

Angelo’s form in the opening games of this 
season has been such that even at this early stage 
of the season, sections of the soccer media are 
already suggesting that a Socceroo call up is not out 
of the question. Angelo, who played for the 
Australian Under 20 side in Venezuela a few years 
ago, would be delighted if a full international call up 
came around, and he realises that for that to happen 
he needs to continue his outstanding form for 
Marconi.
